shall require existing Dwellings to be removed, if they shall consider 
such Removal expedient, and shall not sanction the Erection of any 
greater Number of Dwellings by means of such Loan than they shall 
consider sufficient for the Accommodation of the Labourers required 
for the proper Cultivation of the Estate on which any such Loan 
is to be advanced, or of the Portion of such Estate on which such 
Dwellings are to be erected”).
